JU ST how soon after an opera­ 
tion shou ld a patient be allowed to 
get u p and walk? 
Of cou rse, the answer will d e­ 
pend cn the type of operation and 
H e way in which the wou nds are 
su tu red or sewed. Bu t, according 
to Dr. Jam es W 
Nixon of Ti» xas. 
investigations have shown th a t early 
walking after m any operations is 
not only safe bu t desirable. 
He thinks th a t wou nds shou ld be 
sewed with wire, becau se sewing 
with wire does not irritate the tls- 
u es to as great an extent as 
do 
other types of sewing, and allows 
more rapid healing of wou nds, even 
thou gh the wire Is not absorbed as 
are catgu t su tu res. 
Dr. Nixon has stu died almost 
a 
hou sand patients on 
whom 
this 
type of techniqu e was employed, 
and has fou nd th at it Is possible 
for these patients to resu me their 
normal physical 
activities 
m u ch 
sooner when walking is perm itted 
*arly after operations. Fu rtherm ore, 
here were fewer cases of collapse 
of the lu ng, pneu mona 
and 
other 
'u tig complications, and fewer dis­ 
tu rbances of the circu lation 
Allowing the patients to g‘t u p to 
.jo to the bathroom also elim inates 
r-mr discomfort and assists in pre­ 
sent ing distension or swelling of 
he abdomen and bowel.

It wou ld appear th at the method 
u sed bv Dr Nixon is not only safe, 
bu t also desirable. 
In some opera­ 
tions. of cou rse, it cannot be per­ 
m itted. su ch as when there is a 
drain in the wou nd, when the pa­ 
tient has fever, severe anem ia or 
lessening of the coloring 
in 
the 
blood, hem orrhage or 
peritonitis, 
th at is. inflam m ation of the lining 
m em brane of the abdomen. 
However, in those operations

which no complications exist, this 
new method may be carried ou t.

“One hit the w ater 30 feet from 
our starboard quarter Some of him 
came aboard as he exploded, so 
our enthusiastic boys who had done 
the good shooting got some souve­ 
nirs.”

“Ours was 
the fiist sizable ship on the beach 
and we lay there several hours, yet 
we took no hits and suffered no 
casualties. How this happened I do 
not know, for during th a t tim e we 
were bracketed, bow and stern, port 
and starboard, by the fire of shore 
batteries."
